Mrs. Klepper is the widow of John 
F Klepper. who served 'n Company 
B, 21st Regiment Pennsylvania cav­ 
alry, during the Civil war. 
She now 
lives with another daughter, Mrs. 
Robert Blocher, in Washington, I). C. 
The bill has been referred to the 
house committee on invalid pensions 
for consideration. 
Under the general law only widows 
who were the wive- of veterans dur­ 
ing their period of service are en­ 
titled to pensions at the rate of $50 
a month. 
Special bills are required 
for those who were married after­ 
ward. If Congress passe* the Menges 
bill, Mrs. Klepper will receive a |>en- 
sion o f $60 a month instead of $30 at 
which she is now pensioned.

Snakes, Owls, Cats 
To Save Fruit Trees 


Adams county fruit growers are in­ 
terested in a news story from across 
the line in Washington county, Mary­ 
land, to tho effect that field mice are 
destToying hundreds of trees in the 
orchards of VV ash mg ton county, ac­ 
cording to a survey made by County 
Agent M. D. Moore, and Assistant 
Entomologist Graham. 
The loss, it 
i* said, will run into thousands of 
dollars. 
In the great orchards of 
the American fruit growrs, near Han­ 
cock, farm officials found more than 
290 apple trees killed and in a peach 
orchard in the Edgemont section, a 
Uke number damaged beyond hope, 
Growers must import owls, harmless 
snakes and turn loose plenty of cats 
in their orchards immediately, if they 
hope to save their orchards from de­ 
struction, farm officials say,
